Tatum is charged with the July 14 stab­ 
bing death of Mrs. Mary Helm Finley, 44, of 
rural Charleston, and is being held without 
bond. 
The body of Mrs. Finley was found about 
7:30 a.m. July 15, in a roadside ditch a short 
distance from her home, following an all-

search 
by

enforcement 
authorities. 


Tatum was arrested less than seven hours 
after the body was found on July 15. 
Arrested the following day was Taturn's 
brother, Jimmie Tatum, 19, of Anniston, 
who was charges with first degree murder. 
The younger Tatum committed suicide Aug. 
25 in Mississippi County jail. He was found 
hanging in a cell with a sheet wrapped 
around his neck and tied to a shower stall 
partition.

Standard, 
photographer Tom 
Beardslee and reporter Shirley Pritchett 


were subpoenaed as witnesses by defense 
counsel and were not allowed to enter the 
courtroom

About 90 per cent of the corn has matured, 
which is about the same as last year, but 
still 10 days ahead of normal. Heavy losses 
from ears dropping and from lodging are 
being reported in many northern counties. 
Corn harvest is 37 per cent complete, which 
is three days behind last, end 11 days ahead 
of normal.

Soybeans are 40 per cent mature, a week 
behind last year, but slightly ahead of 
normal, Some ripe beans are spoiling in the 
pid, because of the dampness, particularly 
in the northeast.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo (AP) - Gov 
Joseph Teasdale says his administration is 
firmly committed to obtaining compliance 
with the 55 mile-an-hour speed limit despite 
comments to the contrary by federal offi­ 
cials. 
"It is vital that we strictly enforce the 55 
m.p.h. speed limit in Missouri not only to 
conserve energy but more importantly to 
save lives," the governor said on Wed­ 
nesday. 
His comments came after federal tran­ 
sportation officials issued a report in Los 
Angeles indicating that Missouri is among 
the worst states in enforcing the reduced 
speed limit. 
"We need to convince a suspecting public 
that the 55 m.p.h. speed limit is for their 
benefit, will save lives and reduce energy 
consumption," the governor said 
"However, with our limited resources in 
state government we cannot properly 
operate such a program It is up to the 
federal government to implement such a 
project nationwide," Teasdale added. 
Last month. Teasdale ordered the state 
Department of Public Safety to use every 
resource available to it to enforce the speed 
limit. He also asked for continual updates 
on the status of enforcement effo ts 


The federal report, issued by Tran­ 
sportation Secretary Brock Adams, showed 
that during the first three months of this 
year 75 per cent of the cars on Missouri 
interstate highways exceeded the -speed 
limit. 
Adams threatened future reductions in 
federal highway funds for states failing to 
vigorously enforce the limit, but he said he 
would fstattempt to encourage enforcement 
through federal money for enforcement 
assistance 
Teasdale’s executive assistant Jerry 
Ortbals contended that the reduced limit 
cannot be strictly enforced in Missouri as 
long as most Missourians "are busy trying 
to circumvent it with CBs and fuzz- 
busters.” 
Ortbals claimed that Missourians will 
continue to use citizen band radios and 
police radar detection units until they ac­ 
tually believe there is an energy crisis. 
He disputed the federal figures on non- 
compliance with the speed limit in Missouri 
and said federal officials expressed no 
dissatisfaction with the state’s enforcement 
efforts during a meeting in Jefferson City 
last week.

most of them were sotemn-faced 
when they left and some were 
crying and “visibly shaken." Ill- 
treated? Not The “party” was 
friendly enough hut when time 
came for the lifers to get into 
conversation 
with 
the 
youngsters the impact was 
terrifying even to hardened 
kids. 
Who else could warn them? 
They can dismiss a do-gooder as 
a know-nothing, but a lifer is an 
object lesson in himself. And 
there is usually a spark of 
goodness in a man on the bottom 
to try to prevent aomeone else 
going his way. 
There was music from a rock 
band for the first year’s an­ 
niversary of this experiment ; 
there were hamburgers and a 
festive air. But there were alao 
heavy sliding metal doors, wives 
and relatives who softened the

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Army Artillery Shell 
Could Kill Own Troops

WASHINGTON - The 
Army’s most potent non­ 
nuclear artillery shell may 
wind up killing some of our 
own soldiers. 
The deadly rocket-as­ 
sisted shell, fired by 155- 
mm howitzers, is designed 
to fragment into more than 
30,000 particles, pelting its 
victims to death. But stud­ 
ies at the Army’s Frank- 
ford Arsenal in Philadel­ 
phia indicate that the shell 
may rupture prematurely, 
our sources say. 
Despite the test warn­ 
ings, however, the Army 
brass remained so anxious 
for the high-fragmentation 
M-549 shell that it ordered 
the weapon into produc­ 
tion. Tens of thousands of 
the shells have now been 
manufactured at the Army 
Ammunition Plant in Burl­ 
ington, Iowa. 
The problem is in the 
warhead, the metal-en- 
cased explosive that flies 
through the air. The metal 
must be brittle enough to 
fragment into thousands of 
particles. But this brittle­ 
ness can cause the shell to 
rupture as it is being 
launched. 
Experts consider it un­ 
likely that the explosive in 
the warhead would go off 
too soon. But the blast that 


launches the shell could 
rupture the warhead’s 
metal casing, killing any­ 
one in the way of the 
particles. 
Nor, according to our 
sources, is there any way 
to guarantee the shells are 
safe. Wrote one concerned 
expert: -Flaws ... cannot 
be detected consistently in 
the warhead by any exist­ 
ing means of inspection.' 
Said another: *The metal 
is a problem.' 
Footnote: The Army vig­ 
orously defends the M-549 
warheads, contending the 
Frankford arsenal studies 
indicated the inspection 
s a f e g u a r d s w e r e 
-adequate.' Some 35,000 
shells are being released to 
the field. The Army said no 
injuries had occured in 
connection with the shell. 
Inside 1RS: The nation’s 
top 1,200 corporations have 
been placed in a special 
audit program, according 
to confidential 1RS files. 
Some 15 percent of these 
conglomerates are now 
being investigated by the 
1RS for criminal tax fraud. 
This compares with less 
than one percent of all 
ordinary taxpayers who 
are being probed by the 
1RS. The financial docu­ 
ments in the files of these 


1,200 corporations and 
their 60,000 subsidiaries 
are so immense, say our 
sources, that the IRS 
agents can only audit sam­ 
ples ol their tax returns. 
And corporate tax 
experts, who earn twice as 
much as their government 
counterparts, outnumber 
the IRS agents by 10 to one. 
The conglomerates, there­ 
fore, are far more likely to 
get away with tax fraud 
and slush funds than the 
average citizen. 
Corporate Connection: 
Ttye top trust-buster in 
Congress is still being paid 
by a New York law firm 
representing IBM, which 
the government has been 
suing for alleged antitrust 
violations. 
David Boies, new chief 
counsel for the Senate An­ 
titrust and Monopoly sub­ 
committee, will receive 
substantial payments from 
his old law firm for the 
next 10 years.

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Fords to average $387 more 


DETROIT (AP) — When Ford Motor Co. unveils its 1978-model 
cars Friday, they will carry prices averaging $387 more than 
comparable 1977 models. The stiffest boosts are on large models, 
while many small cars will cost less. 
The nation's No. 2 automaker said Wednesday that the increase 
works out to an average of 5.8 per cent, and it boosts the 
suggested retail price of a typical Ford, Mercury or Lincoln for 
1978 over the 87,000 mark, including options. 
Ford is hoping that putting the price increase burden on big 
can will boost sales of its small, fuel efficient can. 
Under a new federal law, each company’s fleet of can 
produced in the 1978 model year must average at least 18 miles 
per gallon. Otherwise, the company faces a stiff fine. Ford has 
said it must sell a greater proportion of small can to meet the 
minimum standard- 
Ford’s price hikes are in line with those announced last month 
by General Motors Crap. GM said its 1978 prices would be about 6 
per cent or $405 higher on the average than for comparable 1977 
models. An average GM car also will be priced above $7,000 for 
1978. 
Ford’s 1978 base prices will range from $2,995 for the sub­ 
compact Pinto Pony, which has been cut 4.3 per cent from a 
comparably equipped 1977 model, to $20,099 for a special edition 
Continental Mark V Diamond Jubilee model. 
IWholesale prices up again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale prices rose one-half of 1 per 
cent last month, the biggest increase since April, as the big drop 
in food prices began leveling off, the Labor Department said 
today. 
After declines averaging nearly 4 per cent in the last four 
months, farm products declined in price by only twotenths of 1 
percent in September. 
Contributing most to the increase last month were industrial 
commodities, which rose eight-tenths of 1 per cent, the biggest 
jump in a year. 
The biggest contributors were lumber and wood, which rose 4.4 
per cent in i. ptember alone amid continuing demand for new 
houses. 
Also increasing were fuels and power, nonmetallic minerals 
and transportation equipment. 
The over-all increase of fivetenths of a per cent for September 
would average out to just over 6 per cent for an entire year, close 
to levels the administration considers an acceptable inflation 
rate. 
Wholesale prices are paid by retailers and manufacturers be­ 
fore they reach the consumer, but the prices often show up later 
at retail stores. 
Energy plan routed again 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate Finance Committee today 
completed its rout of President Carter’s proposed energy taxes, 
voting 13 to 4 to kill the biggest proposed energy-saver in the 
President’s plan. 
That vote rejected a Housepassed provision designed to save 
up to 1.25 million barrels of oil a day by levying a stiff tax on 
industries and utilities that use oil and natural gas. 
However, the committee then began considering a proposal by 
Sen Russell B. Long, D+La., chairman of the panel, that could 
result in all the President's proposed energy taxes being revived 
by a SenateHouse conference committee. 
The effect of that plan, if approved by the full Senate, would be 
for conferees to negotiate between the taxes passed by the House 
and the no-tax action of the Senate. 
The Finance Committee earlier had rejected Carter’s pro­ 
posals to levy taxes on gas inefficency cars and a tax on crude oil 
aimed at forcing conservation by raising domestic oil prices to 
world levels.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense Secretary Harold Brown has 
tentatively approved full scale development next year of a 
revolutionary new mobile intercontinental missile that ulti­ 
mately could cost $30 billion, Pentagon sources say. 
Brown’s decision is subject to review by the White House Office 
of 
inagement and Budget and by President Carter himself 
tv-iore it can go to Congress early next year as part of the fiscal 
i979 budget. 
Brown is reported to have okayed about $250 million for full 
development of the MX missile, now in a preliminary research 
and development stage, officials said Wednesday night. 
The MX would be the first U.S. intercontinental ballistic 
missile mounted on mobile launchers to make it much more 
difficult for the Russians to hit in a surprise attack in the 1980s. 
Various methods have been studied, but the most likely one 
involves placing the MX on launchers that would be moved in 
trench-like shelters. 
The Russians have a missile, the SS16, which is believed to 
have been tested in a mobile form. 
Blackout hits Boston area 
BOSTON (AP) — Electric company officials blamed a short 
circuit in a substation for a power failure that blackened a 30- 
block downtown area for about 3^ hours. 
Police reported no looting or other disturbances due to the 
outage, which began just before 10 p.m. Wednesday and ended 
early today. 
Hie blackout cut service to about 30,000 customers. 
It darkened Kenmore Square, the Back Bay section, the Copley 
Square area including the large Prudential Center commercial 
and residential complex, the John Hancock Tower and the 
nearby South End. 
A Boston Edison Co. spokesman said power was returned to the 
Prudential Center, Hancock and Kenmore Square areas by about 
midnight. 
Resumption of power to the Back Bay and South End areas was 
delayed by a minor explosion in the Carver Street substation that 
occurred while repairmen were returning it to service. 
Coal contract talks begin 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Coal contract talks are beginning with 
labor and management seeking a formula for ending wildcat 
strikes that have crippled eastern coal production and weaken, 
the United Mine Workers Union. 
An industry-wide strike is likely when the union’s current 
three-year contract with the Bituminous Coal Operators As­ 
sociation expires Dec. 6. But it is expected to be brief. 
Fear of a long and crippling shutdown has diminished in recent 
weeks and government officials believe a short strike by the 
union’s 170,000 working members would have little impact on the 
nation's energy needs this winter. 
UMW President Arnold Miller and chief industry negotiator 
Joseph Brennan were expected to present brief statements out­ 
lining their general bargaining goals at today’s opening session, 
expected to be largely ceremonial. Hard bargaining isn’t ex­ 
pected for several weeks.

UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) - Like neighborhood chums 
scrutinizing the new boy on the block, ambassadors in the tightly 
knit U.N. community gave President Carter a close inspection 
and liked what they saw.

NEW YORK (AP) - Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, 
sidestepping a controversial 
American-Soviet 
declaration, 
announced today he and Presi­ 
dent Carter have agreed on a 
tentative formula for holding a 
Middle East peace conference 
in Geneva. 
Dayan, facing reporters in 
the early hours of the morning 
following marathon talks with 
Carter, emphasized the formula 
must be accepted by his gov­ 
ernment and by Israel’s Arab 
neighbors. He said it might 
well be amended in the proc­ 
ess. 
The surprise announcement 
vas coupled with the reading 
jy White House spokesman 
Jody Powell of a joint state­ 
ment that pushed into the back­ 
ground last Saturday's Ameri­ 
can-Soviet declaration of prin­ 
ciples intended as a guide for a 
Geneva conference. 
The Carter-approved state­ 
ment specified that acceptance 
of 
the American-Soviet 
in­ 
itiative, which angered Israeli 
officials and set off shock 
waves among that nation’s 
American supporters, “is not a 
prerequisite for the reconven- 
ng and conduct of the Geneva 
conference.” 
The 
statement 
said 
the 
United States and Israel agreed 
that 1967 and 1973 United Na­ 
tions Security Council resolu­ 
tions aimed at promoting a 
Middle East settlement “re­ 


main the agreed basis for the 
resumption 
of the Geneva 
peace conference.” 
In Israel, Prime Minister 
Mena hem Begin delayed a spe­ 
cial 
session 
of parliament 
scheduled for Thursday to al­ 
low ministers to study the Car- 
ter-Dayan understanding, which 
must be accepted by the Israeli 
cabinet before it can be acted 
on. 


A Foreign Ministry spokes­ 
man said the understanding 
and Carter’s U.N. speech Tues­ 
day “are certainly gratifying 
and viewed with satisfaction.” 
Egyptian officials were more 
hestiant. They cautioned that 
the 
Carter-Dayan 
under­ 
standing may have made unac­ 
ceptable changes in what the 
sources said was Carter’s ear­ 
lier proposal to the Arabs for 
reconvening the Geneva confer­ 
ence. 


They said that proposal was 
“like a cocktail” containing 
many different elements and 
that Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat had persuaded PLO lead­ 
er Yasir Arafat to go along 
with the proposal during six 
hours of talks Monday. There 
has been no confirmation of 
this fom the Palestiniains. 
While the Carter-Dayan un­ 
derstanding did not nullify the 
earlier American-Soviet declar­ 
ation, it clearly was pushed

Powell told report­ 
ers the working paper already 
has been discussed with Arab 
officials and announced that 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
will be holding further dis­ 
cussions about it with the 
Arabs.

street than a deer or raccoon. 
In fact, Ms Briggs did meet a 
neighbor 
"On an August weekend the 
popular trails in the Presiden­ 
tial range look more like down­ 
town Boston than the wilder­ 
ness,” said Ned Therrien of the 
White Mountain National For- 
cst information office. 


“People 
find 
themselves 
walking right on top of each 
other and it must certainly det­ 
ract from their wilderness ex­ 
perience,” he said 
State Police say weekends 
also mean traffic jams along 
the roads in the national forest, 
a section of the state which

Gas officials dispute predictions of shortage

The study’s preliminary 
findings were presented at 
public hearings in Kansas City 
and Jefferson City Sept. 30 and 
21. Officials from Missouri gas 
companies sharply criticized 
the report at those hearings, 
saying its findings are based

states — Oklahoma and 
Louisiana — to the detriment 
of Missouri. 
Robert Jaudes, a vice 
president of Laclede Gas Co., 
which as the state’s largest 
distributor serves more than 
half a million customers in 
eastern Missouri, expressed

disagreement”

“The study grossly un­ 
derestimates the state’s 
«upply capabilities, 
and

demand,” 
Jaudes saiu. 
He also critici?ed govern­ 
ment officials for involving 
the state in a study with 
Oklahoma and Louisiana, 
whose interests as gas 
producers are “completely 
different and divergent” from 
Missouri’s. 
“This study is just a belated 
mathematical 
exercise,” 
Jaudes said. “It only raises 
alarm about facts we were 
aware of several years ago. 
We reacted long ago and took 
steps to avoid the supply 
scenario envisioned in the 
Ozark regional study.” 
Although the study makes 24 
recommendations 
for 


Missouri’s future energy 
policies, the suggestion that 
dependence on natural gas 
should be curtailed became 
the most hotly debated issue 
at the hearings. 
“It is an emotional issue 
that must be faced,” said DUip 
Limaye, a member of the New 
Jersey consulting firm that 
Hid the study. 
Limaye defended the study, 
saying it is based on the best 
information available. The 
recommendations include: 


✓ A ban on new natural gas 
hookups for residential, 
commercial and industrial 
use, except where gas cannot 
be replaced with other fuels. 
^ Increased utilization of 
local coal supplies, including 
industrial parks grouped to 
make use of small, low-energy 
coal gasification plants. 
Missouri coal is high in sulfur 
content, 
which 
causes 
pollution when it is burned. 
Gasification — converting the 
coal to a low-energy gas 
through a chemical process — 
could make the coal usable, 
the report says. 
^ Exploration

power and solar energy. These 
could become important after 
1965, the report says. 
Jaudes and E. S. Hanson, a 
senior vice president of Cities 
Service Gas Co., said their 
companies have opened up 
large new potential supplies of 
natural gas through imports of 
liquid natural gas, new gas 
fields in the Gulf of Mexico, 
and piped-in supplies from 
Wyoming, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 
However, a Department of 
Natural 
Resources 
spokesman said the reserves 
the companies claim are there 
have not been registered as 
required by the Federal 
Energy Administration. 
“It may be a matter of time 
lag or bad communication, but 
I have checked with the 
consultants and they are 
unable to verify that those 
reserves exist, 
said Todd 
Davis, a state energy official 
who was on an advisory panel 
for the study. 
“Even business and in­ 
dustry in the state isn’t 
believing them,” Davis said, 
adding that General Motors 
had hired its own consultants 
to study the future availability 
of natural gas in the state.

or, “Let the buyer beware.” 
But consumers are protected 
in matters of warranty and 
guarantee problems under 
both federal and state law. 
Under 
the 
federal 
Magnuson-Moss Warranty 
Act, the seller of a product 
which costa more than $15 and 
is purchased after Jan. 1,1977, 
must make any warranty 
easily available to the con­ 
sumer before the product is 
purchased. This way, con­ 
sumers may “comparison 
shop” for product warranties 
and understand the terms of 
the warranty before they buy. 
Under the warranty act, all 
the terms of the warranty 
must be included in writing. 
The warranty also must be 
written 
in 
easy-to-read 
language, not in “legalese,” 
and in regular, not small, 
print. 
There are two types of 
written 
warranties 
and 
several types of implied 
warranties. 
A full written warranty 
provides the most protection. 
It says that a defective 
product will be fixed or 
replaced within a reasonable 
length of time at no charge to 
the purchaser. The full 
warranty covers removal and 
reinstallation of the product 
without making the consumer 
do anything unreasonable for 
service, such as shipping a 
refrigerator back to the 
factory. The full warranty is 
good for any person who owns 
the product during the time of 
the warranty and gives the 
owner a choice of a new 
product or a refund if the 
product cannot be repaired. 
Full warranties do not 
necessarily mean that the 
entire product is covered, 
however. A television may 
have a warranty for only the 
picture tube, and a car 
warranty may not include 
tires. 


A limited warranty is 
anything less than a full 
warranty. When a warranty is 
marked “limited,” the con­ 
sumer should say to himself, 
“Hey, something is missing 
here,” says Steven K. Metzler, 
a consumer information 
specialist for the Missouri 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs. 
Limited warranties may 
cover only parts, not labor; 
allow a pro-rated, instead of 
full, refund; cover only the 
initial buyer; charge for 
shipping and handling; or 
require a consumer to return a 
heavy or awkward product to 
the store for service. 
Even if there is no written 
warranty accompanying a 
. purchase, consumers are 
protected 
by “ implied 
warranties,” which apply to 
all items purchased. 
One 
type 
of 
implied 
warranty is the “warranty of 
merchantibility,” 
which 
provides that the purchaser 
can expect an item to last a 
reasonable length of time. 
Another is the “warranty of 
particular purpose,” which 
means that a product will 
perform 
its 
function 
adequately — such as a 
toaster must toast. 
Implied warranties are 
automatic in the purchase of 
any product, but one problem 
with unwritten warranties is 
that they can be open to 
several interpretations, says 
John Perkins of the consumer 
protection division of the 
attorney general’s office. 
“Often it’s a matter of 
degree of compliance with 
the warranty that causes 
trouble,” he said. “Sometimes 
people just aren’t satisfied 
with the repair work they 
receive under warranty. But if 
we find that the seller is at 
least attempting to comply 
with the warranty, well, he is 


not really disregarding the 
warranty,” Perkins said. 
But if the dealer or 
manufacturer does not want to 
honor a warranty, then he can 
be brought to court. Although 
the attorney general’s office 
cannot represent only one 
individual consumer in court, 


Perkins said, “If we receive 
enough complaints about the 
same person, then we could 
bring the matter to court. ”

The retreat from a balanced budget may 
not be acknowledged outright, but w ill be 
couched in references to the need for a high 
or a full employment budget, a source said. 
"The President bought the idea of a high 
employment budget," said the source, who 
had knowledge of a meeting Carter held In 
August with top economic advisers. 
Former OMB Director Bert Lance was 
the staunchest advocate of a balanced 
budget in INI, and he has resigned. How­ 
ever, the source said even Lance was 
tempering his public comments in favor of a 
balanced budget just before his resignation. 
Sources say Carter was presented at the 
meeting in August with a Joint analysis and 
his advisers agreed his goals may not be 
achievable. The analysis was the work of 
the Treasury Department, the Council of 
Economic Advisers and the Office of 
Management and Budget. 
The analysis said that if Carter wanted a 


low unemployment rate of below 6 per cent 
by INI, the budget probably would need to 
be In deficit by as much as 920 billion to 928 
billion. But if he decided to push for a 
balanced budget at all costs, the jobless rate 
would still be at least 6 per cent. It was 7.1 
percent in August. 
The analysis projects the nation’s in­ 
flation rate at 4.5 per cent by INI with a 
deficit in the 120 billion to $25 billion range, 
up only slightly from the 4.4 per cent annual 
inflation rate under a balanced budget. 
Either way, Carter would miss badly the 
target of an inflation rate of 4 per cent by 
the end of 1979, which he announced as his 
goal in his April 16 anti-inflation program. 
Inflation has been running the past three 
months at an annual rate of about 5 per 
cent, down from earlier in the year. 
The analysis said that inflation probably 
w ill be 6 per cent next year, 5.7 per cent in 
1979 and 5.4 per cent in 1980. If the ad­ 
ministration aimed toward a balanced 
budget, these rates could be trimmed to 5.4 
per cent in 1979 and 5.2 per cent in 1980.

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Dropouts work to keep 
job assistance program

JEFFERSON CITY - Sue 
Nothstine is upset. She has 
spent the last two years trying 
to help some of society’s 
young failures to their feet, 
and now the rug is being 
pulled out from under her. The 
movers have come and taken 
the furniture out of her 
Maryville office, and she’s 
standing in the unemployment 
Une. 
Ms. Nothstine has since 1975 
run the “70,001” program in 
Maryville, one of four outstate 
Missouri programs set up in 
1974 to train and give job 
experience to young school 
dropouts who have never been 
able to get and hold a job. 
Two of the program’s offices 
— in Cape Girardeau and 
Poplar Bluff — already have 
been closed. Sue Nothstine's 
program is supposed to be 
stopped, too, but she says it 
has done too much good to 
give up without a fight. 
She talks about Dan, a 
young veteran of correctional 
institutions in two states. 
Through 
the 
Maryville 
program he got a job washing 
dishes for a dollar an hour so 
he could be paroled from a 
state reformatory. He ad­ 
vanced to better jobs, has 
returned to school and now is 


living in Colorado with his 
wife and child. 
And there’s Jim, so slow of 
mind he couldn’t read his 
daughter’s 
kindergarten 
books. With a little under­ 
standing and support, he’s 
learning to read and write and 
is holding down a job as a 
campus security guard. 
Or Sandy, an emotional 
wreck. With four children in 
foster homes and two divorces 
behind her, she didn't know 
where to turn. Now she’s 
learning to be a medical 
secretary and hopes to make 
enough money to get her 
children back. 
“We’ve got a lot of success 
stories,” Ms. Nothstine said. 
“And there’s no doubt that 
there’s community support for 
the program.” 
But the Maryville program 
and its parent office in St. 
Joseph are living on borrowed 
time. The government money 
that has made the programs 
possible was shut off Oct. 1. 
Both have been given a few 
extra days in their offices 
rent-free, and the participants 
at Maryville are keeping the 
telephone in service with their 
own money. 
Betty Adams, head of the 
state office which distributes 
funds for projects such as 
70,001, said she has no choice. 


Miss Adams said she can’t 
allow manpower funds to 
serve only a small area of the 
state. 
“The programs have met a 
need of a kind in the localities 
where they are. But what 
we’re finding is that there’s a 
need for this service in all the 
counties of the state. The 
present programs don’t reach 
many of our rural youth.” 
Miss Adams proposes to use 
new funds from the federal 
government — she doesn’t yet 
know how much Missouri will 
receive — to more than make 
up for the loss of the 70,001 
program. 
“After spending $707,000 (on 
70,001) we are now able to use 
that kind of money in a much 
more truly public-serving 
nature. I’m not criticizing the 
70,001 ideology. They may 
have salvaged several lives in 
the process. But I do not find it 
possible to continue funding 
for a restricted area,” Miss 
Adams said. 


Ms. Nothstine thinks the 
main conflict between her 
program and Miss Adams’ 
office is over how young 
people can best be served. 
“We are not a poverty 
program,” Ms. Nothstine 
said. “We’re an educational 
organization. We teach basic

job skills. We give vocational 
training. 
“What the manpower office 
is offering is a guaranteed job. 
They want to make up a job, 
pay the salaries. That way the 
(participants) don’t have to 
compete in the real world. 
They don’t have to show 
motivation or even show that 
they care. 
Ilie 70,001 program shows 
youths how to apply and 
compete successfully for jobs 
that are available in the job 
market. 
The 
program 
proposed by Miss Adams 
would create jobs for young 
people statewide, and the 
salaries would be paid through 
funds from a new youth bill. 


The money that has in the 
past paid for the operation of 
70,001 would instead be put 
into statewide career and 
labor market information for 
youth. 
Miss Adams, who grew up in 
an Evanston, 111. ghetto, 
believes just as strongly that 
young people need direct 
financial help during the 
training process. 


“It’s going to be more and 
more necessary to subsidize 
young people’s initial entry 
into the world of work,” she 
said, with equal consideration 
given to all participants in the 
state’s programs. 
“Young people will be able 
to get information about jobs. 
They’ll be able to get a 
number of experiences, try 
some jobs on for size,” she 
said. TTiey also will be eligible 
for “supportive services” 
such as day care, trans­ 
portation and medical exam­ 
inations, she said. 
Miss Adams said the 70,001 
programs should never have 
expected to be funded forever. 
The original funds for the 
programs were special grants 
intended only to "test and 
develop some innovative 
approaches.” Some of what 
was learned in 70,001 will be 
used in the new programs, she 
said.

Probation lifted on 
UMKC medical school 


KANSAS CITY <AP> - Pro­ 
bation has been lifted from the 
University of Missouri-Kansas 
City School of Medicine and full 
accreditation for the school has 
been extended. 


The councils of the American 
Medical Association and the As­ 
sociation of the American Medi­ 
cal College notified Dr. James 
Olson, president of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri, and Dr. Rich­ 
ardson K. Nohack, dean of the 
medical school, of the action 
Sept 22. 


The medical school was put 
on probation in July 1976 after 
a report in January of that 
year from the Liaison Com­ 
mittee on Medical Education, 
which represents the councils. 
The

criticized 
the 
school's admissions policy, fac­ 
ulty and academic program. 
The school tried twice unsuc­ 
cessfully to refute the charges. 
Although they acknowledged 
that some of the criticism was 


justified, they said that mo6t 
was not. 


After a visit to the school in 
April, the liaison committee 
praised the school for the im­ 
provement it had made and 
recommended that probation be 
lifted and that accreditation be 
extended for three years. The 
councils approved the recom­ 
mendations last month.

mitted the school to increase 
the size of its first-year class 
from 72 to 80 students. All of 
the new openings were filled 
this year.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 
(AP) — Twenty years ago to­ 
day the Soviet Union hurled a 
185-pound aluminum ball into 
space, and mankind’s first sat­ 
ellite orbited the Earth. 
It stayed there three months 
before being pulled back into 
the Earth’s atmosphere. 
Now, there are 4,472 objects 
in space large enough to be de­ 
tected and tracked. 
The North American Air De­ 
fense Command estimates that 
figure could climb to more than 
19,000 by the start of the next 
century. The command keeps 
tabs on what amounts to a 
man-made traffic jam circling 
in space. 
Since Sputnik ^was launched, 
more than 10,000 space objects 
— instrumented payloads, rock­ 
et motors and debris fragments 
— have been detected and cata­ 
logued by observers at the 
command's underground Space 
Defense Center in Cheyenne 
Mountain, west of Colorado 
Springs. 
Included in the count are the 
4,472 objects still out there and 
another 5,906 that have "deor­ 
bited,'’ or disintegrated after 
coming back into the Earth's 
atmosphere. 


Analysts at the air defense 
command’s headquarters esti­ 
mate the number of objects in 
space that they can detect and 
track will reach 15,661 by Oct. 
4. 1997. 
Most objects now in space 
are debris. Of the total there 
now, only 971 are payloads — 
many of them no longer work­ 
ing. 
There is a need to keep track 
of as many objects as possible, 
scientists say, because of the 
possibility, however remote, of 
in-space collisions.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
Ford Motor Co., to meet feder­ 
al fuel efficiency laws, may 
have to discourage sales of 
large cars through pricing pol­ 
icies and delay accepting • or­ 
ders for the bigger vehicles, 
Ford’s president said Wednes­ 
day. 
Lee Iacocca, president of the 
nation’s 
second-largest auto 
firm, said Ford would have to 
watch its sales of 1978-model 
cars daily to insure that the 
firm will be in compliance with 
federal law. He raised the pos­ 
sibility of curtailed production 
of the larger cars. 
In addition, Iacocca hinted 
that Ford soon may begin using 


foreign steel, a severe blow to 
the already hard-hit U.S. steel 
industry. 
He said Ford, which imports 
virtually no steel, soon might 
“look long and hard” at foreijpi 
steel, which he said sells for 
about 150 a ton less. Lower for­ 
eign steel prices are one reason 
imported cars are so attractive 
to U.S. consumers, he said. 
The federal mileage law re­ 
quires auto manufacturers to 
meet a minimum fuel economy 
standard of 18 miles per gallon 
on all 1978-model cars produced 
in the U.S. 
Each company’s total fleet is 
averaged to determine whether 
it reaches the standard. If not, 


there are fines of 85 for each 
one-tenth of a mile under 18 
m.p.g., multiplied by the num­ 
ber of cars produced. The fed­ 
eral standard increases to 27.5 
m.p.g. by 1985. 
“This 
could create some 
problems for us in the next 12 
months,” Iacocca said at a 
meeting with financial writers. 
"It is conceivable ... that we’d 
have to curtail production at 
some big car plants until we 
were able to sell some small 
cars to make up in the average 
for the big cars.” 
Of the four major automak­ 
ers, Ford generally is thought 
to be having the toughest time 
meeting the federal fuel stand­ 


ard. Its smallest, most ftiel-ef- 
ficient car is the new Fiesta, 
but that car is an import and 
its 38-m.p.g. mileage won’t be 
counted in the federal average. 
In addition, there was a sur­ 
prisingly large demand for 
Ford’s large cars last year, and 
Iacocca said the demand is 
continuing. 
“People must think they’re 
going to be extinct as the dodo 
bird and they’re just buying 
them,” he said. “I mean, boy, 
are they buying them. They’re 
hotter than a pistol.” 
That’s not necessarily good 
news for Ford. Each time a 
large, fuel-inefficient car is sold 
in 1978, a smaller, more-ef- 


fident car must be sold to bal­ 
ance it in the federal average. 
The company has trimmed all 
of its cars for 1978, and has in­ 
troduced the Ford Fairmont- 
Mercury 
Zephyr, 
compacts 
rated at 24 m.p.g.

Teasdale says 
state committed 
to 55 MPH 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo (AF) - Gov 
Joseph Teasdale says his administration us 
firmly committed to obtaining compliance 
with the 55 mile-an-hour speed limit despite 
comments to the contrary by federal offi­ 
cials 
‘i t is vital that we strictly enforce the 55 
m.p.h. speed limit in Missouri not only to 
conserve energy but more importantly to 
save lives," the governor said on Wed­ 
nesday 
His comments came after federal tran­ 
sportation officials issued a report in Los 
Angeles indicating that Missouri is among 
the worst states in enforcing the reduced 
speed limit 
"We need to convince a suspecting public 
that the 55 m p h speed limit is for their 
benefit, will save lives and reduce energy 
consumption," the governor said 
"However, with our limited resources in 
state government we cannot properly 
operate such a program It is up to the 
federal government to implement such a 
project nationwide. " Teasdale added 
Last month. Teasdale ordered the state 
Department of Public Safety to use every 
resource available to it to enforce the speed 
limit He also asked for continual updates 
on the status of enforcement effo ts 


The federal report, issued by Tran­ 
sportation Secretary Brock Adams, showed 
that during the first three months of this 
year 75 per cent of the cars on Missouri 
interstate highways exceeded the ‘speed 
limit. 
Adams threatened future reductions in 
federal highway funds for states failing to 
vigorously enforce the limit, but he said he 
would fstattempt to encourage enforcement 
through federal money for enforcement 
assistance 
Teasdale’s executive 
assistant Jerry 
Ortbals contended that the reduced limit 
cannot be strictly enforced in Missouri as 
long as most Missourians "are busy trying 
to circumvent it with CBs and fuw- 
busters." 
Ortbals claimed that Missourians will 
continue to use citizen band radios and 
police radar detection units until they ac­ 
tually believe there is an energy crisis 
He disputed the federal figures on non- 
compliance with the speed limit in Missouri 
and said federal officials expressed no 
dissatisfaction with the state's enforcement 
efforts during a meeting in Jefferson City 
last week 
At that session. Ortbals said he and other
